It does not take keen insight to under- 
stand that for Hitler the Tunisian battle is 
merely a diversion against the Western 
Front. Although it is necessary to meet 
him there and eventually destroy his forces 
in Africa, this is also on our part a diver- 
sionary battle while we launch our major 
thrusts together with England at Hitler in 
Europe. To seek contradictions between 
fighting Hitler in Africa and crushing him 
in Europe is to divert our nation from its 
march to victory in unison with the offen- 
sives of the Red Army. 

It is possible to take the Times position 
only if one is ready to help Hitler stabilize 
his lines on the Eastern front. To talk now 
of postponing the Western front and waiting 
at leisure for victory is not very different 
from, Hoover’s ‘admonition not to strike this 
year. It smells very much like the game 
followed by Munichite and appeasement 
forces of permitting Germany and the So- 
viet Union to fight it out alone. 

The Times cannot bury the ghost. It 
insists on permitting its anti-Soviet preju- 
dices to endanger our own national security 
and to stand in the way of our participation 
in a joint victory. 

This attitude is contrary to the spirit of 
Casablanca and of the promise for joint 
offensive action contained in the policy and 
speeches of the Commander-in-Chief.

6670 EDROCK” civilian consumption plans 

drawn up by the Office of Civilian 
Supply are based on the obvious need for 
minimum production of civilian goods if 
we're to have maximum production of war 
materials. : 

It’s clear, however, that civilian goods 
that are produced must be so distributed 
that everyone gets what he needs. 

Thus, the plans say that those in the 
upper income brackets should be cut down 
to the amounts of goods consumed by the 
families in the $1,000-$1,500 class. But 
those making less than $1,500 should not 
be cut at all. Families in the upper brackets 
can cut their food and clothing consump- 
tion without any loss of health or efficiency. 
Families in the lower brackets cannot. 

Unfortunately, the OCS plan is projected 
for some future date. Why, however, can- 
not the provision for equitable distribution 
of all consumers’ goods be applied today by 
introducing thorough rationing and price 
control? · This will prevent a situation where- 
by the well-to-do buy up the bulk of avail- 
able goods while lower-income groups have 
to do without. 

The rationing of canned fruits and vege- 
tables ig a step in that direction. Without 
that step, the upper-income would 
get the lion’s share of the g -reduced 
volume of canned goods, and low-income 
groups would have to do without. We wel-
